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AN ACT relating to education.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by adding Section
2-3.131 as follows:

(105 ILCS 5/2-3.131 new)

Sec. 2-3.131. Speci al education teacher incentives

(a) As used in this Section, the term"special education

progrant neans a program provided for t hose chil dren

described in Sections 14-1.02 and 14-1.03a of this Code.

(b) The State Board of Education shall establish a

programto provide nmonetary incentives to teachers who are

certified pursuant to Section 14-9.01 of +this Code. To

receive a nonetary incentive under this program a teacher

shall contract with the State Board of Education to teach in

a speci al education programin a school district for 3 school

vears. The anpunt of the incentive shall be as foll ows:

(1) $3,000 after conpletion of the first school

year in the program contingent upon the teacher

receiving a satisfactory or better rati ng when eval uated

under Article 24A of this Code.

(2) $3,000 after conpletion of the second school

vear in the program conti ngent upon t he t eacher

receiving a satisfactory or better rati ng when eval uat ed

under Article 24A of this Code.

(3) $4,000 after conpletion of the third school

year in the program contingent upon the teacher

receiving a satisfactory or better rati ng when eval uated

under Article 24A of this Code.

(c) Unless occasioned by death or total and per manent
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disability, the failure of a teacher to conplete all or part

of his or her coimmtnent under this Section shall obligate

the teacher to proportionately repay the anount of the

i ncentive provided, plus 5% interest on that anount.

(d) The State Board of Education nay adopt any rul es

necessary to inplement this Section.
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
